NEARING THE END. 
It has been clearly demonstrated so 
far during the present session of the Bi n­ 
ate that the greatest men art* not the 
wisest of men, aud that they are as apt 
to make as stupid blunders as Hit* aver 
age man iii every day business.

Fossil Remains In New Jersey. 
r 
— 
w The State was the roaming {ground 
at different periods of creatures of won­ 
derful makt up and form. 
Within a 
few years, geologically speaking, tho 
Jersey forests resounded with the shrill 
tooting of gigantic elephants. A Warren 
County farmer in draining an old swamp 
found tho remains of a number of those 
huge creatures—an adult anti several 
young. Some of them were found uj>- 
right in the soil, while others wert; 
bent and twisted, showing that they 
had probably ventured Into the bog in 
search of food, and had been engulfed 
by tho treacherous marsh, and, linable 
to extricate themselves, had crow tied 
a 


ether, thus hastening their fate by 
ding to the weight, and were slowly 
entombed alive. 
Even tho food they 
had eaten was found hardened where 
the capacious stomach had been, show­ 
ing the vegetation they lived upon. 
One of the most wonderful animals 
found on the ancient shores of our neigh­ 
boring State is known as the Moduli. a 
land animal of gigantic proportions. 
Professor Cope, who has unearthed 
many of them, says the Lindon must 
have been abundant, and its length 
could not have been fur from eierhtv- 
five feet; certainly not less. 
Its ohys- 
iogomy was rendered peculiar by a long, 
projecting muzzle, reminding one of 
that of the blunt-nosed sturgeon of our 
c*oast; but tho resemblance was de­ 
stroyed by the correspondingly massive 
end of the branches of the lower jaw. 
Though clumsy in appearance, such an 
arrangement must have been effective 
as a ram, and dangerous to his ene­ 
mies in case of collision. 
Professor 
Coins once found the wreck of an 
individual 
of 
this 
species strewn 
around a sunny knoll beside a bluff and 
his <x>mic snout pointing to the heavens 
formed a fitting monument. 
The Lin­ 
don dyspdor was probably the longest 
of known reptiles, and probably equal 
to tho great linner-waies of modern 
4>ceans. The circumstances attending 
the discovery of one of these will always 
be a pleasant recollection to the Prof es- ‘ 
sor. A part of the face, with teeth, was 
observed projecting from tile side of a 
bluff by a companion in exploration, 
Lieutenant James II. Whitten, U. S. 
A., and they at once proceeded to fol­ 
low up the indication with knives and 
picks. Ijoon the lower jaws were un- j 
levered, with their glistening teeth, 
and then the vertebra? aud ribs. 
Their 
delight was at its height when the bones 
of the pelvis and part of the hind limb 
were laid bare for they had never been 
seen before in the species, and scarcely 
lite 


Good manners. 
That^ Is a homely, 
aid- fashioned term. 
We rarely ever 
vear it now. 'Young people are taught 
Style, address, how to bow elegantly 
ami enter a drawing-room gracefully’, 
often to the neglect of their manners. 
F rom infancy they are allowed to be 
on such familiar terms with their pa­ 
rents and superiors generally that they 
grow up with a sad lack of reverence 
The distinctions of years, wisdom and 
position are not perceived by them, 
and they will carelessly or rudely’ ac­ 
cost a famous judge or a learned pro­ 
fessor, as if he were a playmate. 
The 
veneration for age, so prevalent in 
some eastern nations and frequently 
inculcated in the Bible, is, in th is ago 
and country, almost unknown. 
At meals, y’ou will often find that the 
children are helped first; then Hie 
older members of the family*, and at 
length the aged father or mother, who 
has waited all this time in a silent 
meekness and submission pitiful to be­ 
hold. 
Thus these little ones are taught 
that they are of the greatest impor­ 
tance. 
They’ become impatient and 
clamorous. 
Hellishness, 
irreverence, 
boldness 
and 
a disregard for the 
opinions, feelings and rights of others 
are cultivated. 
If y ou call upon a friend, her little 
boy or girl will perhaps rush into the 
parlor and, heedless of your presence, 
interrupt the conversation with a child­ 
ish query or complaint, while the motli­ 
er turns from you to satisfy or console 
her darling, even though she breaks off 
your sentence in the midst. 
I have 
seen a girl of fourteen go before an 
I elderly lady into a street ear and take 
the only vacant seat. 
I have been 
vnortitied to see boys and gills possess 
themselves of every easy chair in a 
room, leaving their elders toon-upy the 
more hard and unpleasant ones. 
They 
were not so much to be blamed for this 
as pitied. 
Their parents had neglected 
to train them to feelings and habits ol 
reverence and respect. 
Not long since I saw a party of four 
seated in a street ear. 
Tin y were un 
elderly* lady’, two young ladies and a 
young gentleman. 
It was evidently ti 
motlier, son, daughter and her female 
friend. 
When they left the ear the 
young man assisted his sister and lier 
friend to alight and walked away with 
them, chatting and laughing, while the 
mother was allowed to 
get herself 
out aud hobble along behind as best she 
could. 
If instances like these were rare I 
would not mention them; but they oo- 
cur frequently and in small tow ns as 
well as large ones. 
It is probably* a 
result of the reaction that has taken 
place from the strict discipline and 
severity of the p;ist. 
A sad and bitter 
memory of the privations and punish­ 
ments with which their ow n early day s 
were darkened induces many parents of 
to-day to indulge their children to an 
extreme and unwise degree; to put 
upon them no restraint not absolutely* 
necessary. 
I have seen a mother, who in child­ 
hood w as forbidden sugar iii any* form, 
place the sugar-bowl before her little 
one of three years, saying: “ There, 
darling, eat all that you want.*1 
An- 
other, whose little plate was supplied 
with food utterly unpalatable to ber, 
and which, in obedience to the com­ 
mand of a stern father, she was com­ 
pelled to swallow, though she ran out 
and ejected it imnu'diatcly after, al­ 
ways consulted lier children, oven iii ’ 
infancy, respecting their diet. 
“ What 
like to eat, my dear? 
Will 
scalloped oysters, or a piece 


which forms a large bulk in our cess 
{ 
louis. 
Even in sewers the llow of the 
Monday wash gives quite a perceptible 
increase to the volume of tile current. 
In every private family cleanliness and 
tile right disposal of suds in commotion 
with the washing must be fully ar­ 
ranged for. 
Where there are sowers, 
and especially’ in public institutions, we 
have more frequently’ found the outlet 
for sud water out of order than any 
other part of the house-sewer system. 
In two institutions, recently examined, 
the drain was in the floor of the wash 
house, and so imuerfeetlv trapped as to 
serve as a vent to the sew er and the 
soil pipe. 
It has now become quite 
common to lit up the washing room 
w ith a door of slight incline toward a 
central pipe, which may* thus diffuse 
odors or odorless particles through tin* 
basement. 
The use of stationary wash-tubs is now* 
so common that much diligence needs 
to be exercised iii having them dry 
when not used, and in preventing any 
accumulation at the base. 
Grease is 
prone to change, and the absorbent 
character of wood is favorable to the 
retention of foulness. 
It would be 
better if all these stationary tubs were 
made of some form of galvanized metal. 
In addition to fresh air and good 
ventilation, the free use of disinfectants 
is desirable iii any laundry. 
The scrub­ 
bing up of the floor with some zinc or 
iron solution thus helps to rid it of the 
possibilities of evil from decomposing 
tilth. 
Where the ironing is done in 
the same room, us is often the ease, the 
temperature has to be such as is very j 
apt to hasten decomposition. 
Where 
clothing bas been especially’ soiled, oi­ 
ls to be carried from a bed which has 
been occupied with contagious disease, 
tile garments should be put iii a gallon 
of bot water containing a half ounce 
of chloride of lead and a handful of .‘■alt 
chloride of zinc. 
One-quarter of a 
pound to two gallons of water does not 
slain colored fabrics. 
If wet in ii and 
dried afterward, they are ready for the 
general wasii. 
\\ e are always glad to see clinid in,ade 
to utilize the soiled water of the laundry 
The country plan of pouring it about 
the grapevines, and thus 
enriching 
them for a luscious vintage, is a good one. 
In these days of patent w’ashing-lluids 
and powders there is need of some cau­ 
tion as to their use. 
Some of these— 
such as those containing borax—-arc 
sanitary as well as cleansing in their 
properties. 
Others need to be exam­ 
ined, not only with reference to their 
effect on clothing, but as irritant to the 
hands of workers or, as dried in the 
garments, to the more delicate skin of 
other parts of the body*. 
It is well 
known that certain dyes, as found in 
flannels, cause troublesome irritations 
of the skin. 
Even materials used for 
facilitating smoothing—like most glues 
r» 
n 
n 
—consist of animal matter ami mu>t not 
be too freely employed. 
It is thus easy 
to sec that the laundry department has 
much to do with the sanitary* care of 
leaseholds. 
If every* tub could tell its 
tale, we would have some naughty 
stories of uncleanly* washings, which 
would shock us more than the ready 
spittle of the Chinese, which we confess 
is our chief prejudice against their art.

Since the days of Dean Swift there 
have been many talcs of a tub which 
lack the vivacity of bis genius, but 
which have had very much to do with 
the commonplace affairs and practical 
welfare of humanity. 
Tubs are ail in­ 
stitution. 
The Monday wash-day al­ 
most deserves enumeration in the calen­ 
dars of the saints. 
Perhaps it is next 
to Sunday, because cleanliness is next 
to godliness. 
It is a vessel of honor or 
dishonor iii even’ household. 
This en­ 
tire laundry business has very much to 
do with the condition of families and 
with the public health. 
It is a very 
important question how far a system of 
pufdic laundry ran lie lqndc to super­ 
sede the house system of washing. 
Df 
course, it cannot be practicable in very 
scattered communities. 
Then the risk 
of disseminating contagions by reason 
of foul, unwashed garments is w’orthy 
of thought in a sanitary aspect. 
The 
Monday kitchen or washroom is a 
source of peril to many families. 
The 
hot water and the steam from clothing 
saturates the room, ami heat and moist­ 
ing are plentifully supplied to all or­ 
ganic particles. 
Not infrequently both 
the moisture and tho odor are itissem- 
i(lated through the house. 
Washer­ 
women, as a class, are especially ex­ 
cised, and all the more if the clothes 
must be carried out of doors or to a 
cold room for drying. 
Home washing, 
unless rightly conducted* becomes thus 
a great peril to wonieu-kimL 
The tubs 
themselves, as in common use, unless 
very carefully cared for, are infiltrated 
with the odor of tho suds, and, if set 
away before drying or in damp places, 
are poor materials to have on hand. The 
disposal of the wash water is of much 
more importance than some imagine. 
It Is not only fouled by tho organic ma­ 
terial, tho shreds of fiber, etc., that it 
derives from clothing.

A recent New Y'ork letter says: 'Mn 
three costly' buildings on Fifth Avenue 
for Mr. Vanderbilt sind two of his sons, 
are 
approaching 
completion. 
The 
double building for Vanderbilt, Sr., at 
Fifty-first Street, is a good piece oi: 
architecture, but would be better if tin 
building W'crc a story* higher. 
It looks 
rather squat 
in 
proportion to the 
ground covered. 
'I he material is the 
same brown stone that is used in nearly 
all the buildings oil the avenue. 
It does 
not wear so well as some other kinds of 
stone, but there is none else that looks 
so rich. 
It will probably be a year be­ 
fore the inside work is finished. 
On 
the next block above stands the new 
home of one of the juniors. 
It is not 
so large as the paternal mansion, but it 
is more ambitious in architecture and 
may* be called more ornate. The angles 
arc very numerous and the whole struc­ 
ture more showy. 
'Mio material used 
is a sort of gray limestone, a novelty in 
stylish buildings in New Y'ork. 
it is 
not handsome, but it is different from 
what is seen iii other buildings ami that. 
may make up for lack of good looks. 
Still further up, at the corner of Fifty- 
seventh Street, the most stylish of the 
Vanderbilt houses has risen to the roof 
and is now closed in. 
It looks better 
than either of the others. 
The general 
design is neat as well as elaborate, and 
the cflcct is pleasing. 
In this house the 
material is brick and light colored 
stone, in about 
equal 
proportions. 
There is no suggestion of bareness any ­ 
where, nor of overloading with fancy 
work, cither. 
It will take longer to 
finish the inside of each of the Vander­ 
bilt mansions than it has taken to build 
the outside. 
Probably iii a year from 
now* the three will be ready to occupy. 
You may now walk up the avenue all 
the w*ay* to the jwirk and find baldly one 
»vacant space. 
Everything is built up, 
anil symmetrical rows of brown stone 
fronts line the way on both sides.

man w anting to buy must pay at least 
one 
million 
dollars 
for 
a 
full 
sized house 
well 
finished and 
iii 
good order. 
D. U. Mills, the California 
millionaire, paid something about that 
figure, I believe, for the mansion he 
bought on the avenue some time ago. 
Mr. Mills seems to have faith in New 
York real estate. 
His latest purchase, 
down iii Broad Street, is the largest 
made here in several years. 
An in­ 
vestment of nearly’ $1,500,000 is w orth 
noting. 
'Mio property’ bought by’ Mr. 
Mills runs from the Drexel Building, at 
the corner of Wall Street., down to Ex­ 
change Place, the length of an ordinary 
bleck, and it includes, besides, one lot 
on Wall Street, cast of the Drexel, so 
that entrances may be had oil both sides 
of that building. 
The exact price paid 
for the property is understood to be 
$1,400,000. 
The cost of building on it 
will probably’ be at least 2,000,OOO more. 
There is no place in New York where 
real estate pays better. 
The neighbor­ 
hood fairly swarms with brokers, and 
offices are always in demand. It is direct­ 
ly opposite the main entrance to Hie 
Stock Exchange, and the most bustling 
spot in the city. 
It is at the corner of 
Broad Street and Exchange Place that 
nearly all the call loans of the brokers 
are made. Millions and millions change 
hands there every dav, and most of the 
business is done on the sidewalk. 
All 
the brokers occupying offices on the 
property* bought by Mr. Mills have 
received notico to vacate on the 1st 
of May. 
The notice has caused a great 
scramble for other olliecs in the same 
neighborhood, and sent rents up enor­ 
mously. 
Tho rents of the vacant olliecs 
in the Drexel Building went up lifty per 
cent. an hour after the notice was 
served. 
It is in this building that tho 
business of Drexel, Morgan Ar Co., and 
Morton, Bliss & Co. is carried on. 
The Wcation is just one block from 
Trinity church. 
It was on the opposite 
comer that George Washington w*as in­ 
augurated 
President of the 
United 
Static. But Wall Street is a mighty 
different place now* to what it w’as then.
